Quitting: If you quit a sport 
of your own volition you will not 
be allowed to take part in furth- 
er sports for the rest of the 
school year. 


STATE RULES 


You must be enrolled not la- 
ter than Monday of the fourth 
week of school; be under 19 -un- 
less. your birthday occurs after 
Sept. Ist; have passed a physical 
exam, 

You must not compete more 
than four first and four second 
semesters in any given sport; 
must not have been enrolled in 
grades 9 to 12 more than eight 


‘semesters; must have received at 


least 15 hours of credit for work 
taken during the last regular se- 
mester of enrollment. (Passed 
three courses.) 

You must not have received 
awards for athletic performances 
having a value of more than 
three dollars. 

You must not take part in any 
athletic competition during the 
season in a sport not under high 
school supervision, after you have 
represented your school in that 
sport.

You must be in good health, 
attending school on the day of 
the contest in order to take part 
that day.

There had heen much discussion in South Arm Township about the 
village of East Jordan becoming a city. The fat was chewed for many 


a day. 
Then at least, South 


Arm decided to hold a public vote and see if 


its residents wished to incorporate with East Jordan as a city. 


Election day was not the only 
thing that arrived; for with it 
came a severe February storm, 
‘arnold fashioned blow. 


So fierce was the storm that 

- only 258 turned out to the 

polls instead of 500 or so vot- 
ers. 


After the snow had cleared 
and the votes were counted 153 
wanted to live in a city, while 
105 wished to remain in the

new city charter. 
The charter, the same one used 
today, was passed, 315 to 64. 
Ora D. Cleveland beat A. E. 
Cross at the polls to become East 


_Jordan’s first Mayor. He won 


210 to 158. Cleveland was gen- 
eral manager of the East Jor- 
dan Cooperage Company. 


Cross was already in office 
as president of the village and 
looked forward to becoming 
first mayor of the city. 


Again the weather had, some- 
thing to do with the election. 
While the people voted, a heavy 
rain and windstorm was attack- 
ing the village. 

Following the election the new 
council held a series of rapid 
meetings. 


Following the first meeting 
the councilmen, city employees 
and members of the- charter 
commission went over to Tay- 
lor’s Inn where a victory par- 
ty and banquet was sponsored 
by the new mayor. 


The mayor named the follow- 
ing city workers: Otis J. Smith, 
clerk; C. C. Mack, treasurer; 
Henry Cook, chief of police; Eu- 
gene Adams, fire chief, Dr. 
Frank Ramsey, health officer; 
city attorney, E. N. Clink. 

The council felt it necessary 
to appoint a policeman to work 
under the chief. They named 
Thomas J. Smith. He got no sal- 
ary but was paid whenever - it 
was necessary for him to carry 
out his duty as a police officer. 

City officers were paid an- 
nually as follows: Clerk, $300; 
treasurer, $800; police chief, 
$900; city attorney, $100; health 
officer, $75; and fire chief, $50. 


One of the first official acts 
of the new commission was to 
vote to extend the time for col- 
lecting city taxes for 30 days. 


All this took place 43 years 
ago. 

Now, after nearly one half 
century, the city council is work- 
ing toward the possibility of re- 
vising its city charter. 

A revised city charter must 
have the vote of the people of 
East Jordan—wind, rain or snow 
not withstanding. 


Many a candidate has been 
elected and many a proposed 
measure has failed because of 
the weather on election day.

Although much of western 
Colorado is arid high plains and 
plateaus and the eastern portion 
is part of the Great Plains, there 
is a wide strip through the mid 
dle called the Rocky Mountains. 
Leaving Steamboat Springs, a 
little resort town so named be- 
cause it once ‘was the sight of 
springs which chugged like a 
steamboat, we entered this Roc- 
ky Mountain area. 

For ten miles we had a real 
struggle with the grades as we 
climbed up into the beautiful 
pine-studded mountains. and 
reached Rabbit Ears Pass. The 
pass is located on the Continen- 
tal Divide at an elevation of 9,- 
680 feet. ~ 


It was a wonderful coast down 
the other side, but we knew we 
still had a higher pass to con- 
quer. We descended to 7,322 feet 
and spent the night camped by 
the mighty Colorado River, which 
is smaller than the Jordan at this 
point. . 

When we told folks of our in- 
tention of riding through Rocky 
Mountain National Park, some 
shook their heads and said some- 
thing like, “Do you know what 
you’re doing?” “Trail Ridge is 
low gear for ecars,? or “You 
won’t be able to get enough air 
at that altitude,” ete. 

T’ll admit they had us wonder- 
ing, but we still wanted to try. 

Near West Entrance a sight 
seeing bus jammed with tourists 
turned out to be the Malpass sta- 
tion wagon with Bill and Mary 
Glenna, Carolyn, Billy, Susy and 
Freddie Malpass. and Julia and 
Charley Stuart. 

It is fun to meet one’s next 
door neighbors 1560 miles from 
home! After picking up the latest 


home town news and conversing | 


a while we continued—convinced 
that if Bill could make it over 
the mountain with that load, we 
should be able to pedal it! 

After camping (and shiver- 
ing) at the 9,000 foot level, we 
hit the “big boy” in the morning 
when we were fresh. We were 
actually amazed at the ease with 
which we climbed over 10,759 
foot Milner Pass. This marks the 
seventh time we have crossed the 
Continental .Divide on bicycles. 


We were offered a ride in a 
pickup. The driver said, “You 
still have a long way to go!’ We 
turned him down as we have ma- 
ny others, for we have never 
“hitched” a ride while on any 
of our bicyele tours. ; 

When we reached the timber- 
line (about 11,000 feet at this 


latitude) we began to notice the

wind was stronger and the air 
was thinner. At Fall River Pass, 
‘still higher, we puffed to a stop 
by the museum. The presence of 
our eycles at such an altitude 
eaused a stir among many of the 
stourists and our picture was ta- 
ken by at least a dozen. We could 
have answered questions there 
all day for people were genuinely 


interested and seemed ‘amazed 
that we had come from San

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Hunters Need Early License For 
Special Deer Season In This Area 


Applications to hunt in Michi- 
gan’s special one-day any-deer 
season on December 1 in the 
northern lower peninsula will 
have to be filed before the hunt- 
er knows if he will get his buck 
curing the regular season,.H. D. 
Ruhl, chief of the conservation 
department’s. game division 
points out. 

“There was no other way we 
could, do it,’ Ruhl says. The job 
of colleeting and sorting the ap- 
plications and of drawing and 
distributing hunting parmits, he 
notes, must be done in time for 
sportsmen to make their fall hun- 
ting plans. 


“The job is just too big to 
be done any later than the Oc- 
tober deadline,” he adds. 


' However, if the hunter gets a 
special season permit and then 
also gets a buck during the re- 
gular season, the permit auto- 
matically becomes invalid; each 
hunter is allowed only one deer 
per calendar year, regardless 
whether he takes it in the ar- 
chery, regular or special sea- 
son. 

Applications for permits for 
the special season are in process 
of being printed now and are ex- 
pected to be available from the 
state’s 4000 license dealers some- 
time early in September. The ap- 
plication forms must be filled out 


‘and postmarked not later than 


October 10. Successful applicants 
will be notified after the plan- 
ned October 20 drawing. 


Longer Rainbow 
Season Underway 
September Ist 


The extended fall rainbow 
trout season gets underway Sep- 
tember 1 on a large number of 
lakes and streams and will con- 
tinue through the end of Novem- 
ber, the conservation department 
reports. 


The regular trout season is 
open on designated lakes and 
streams until. September 12, 
but the extended season opens 
a large group of other waters 
for the months that rainbows 
are in migration. 


Waters in 61 counties, in addi- 
tion to most Great Lakes’ waters 


- will be open for the fishing. Cer- 
‘tain Dickinson, Isabella and Liv- 
. ingston county waters will be op- 


en to the fall fishing this year 
for the first time, and the total 
statewide list includes about 90 
streams and about 160 lakes. 


Anglers. interested in the 
fall season may request lists 
of waters to be open from the 
department’s fish division at_ 
Lansing, 26, or from local dis- 
trict conservation headquarter 
offices.
